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OHIO'S GOVERNOR NAMED 

DEMOCRACY'S LEADER 

Great Contest Comes To Close At San 
Francisco At 2:30 This Morning- 
Franklin Roosevelt May Get 
Second Place 



DEMOCRACY'S STANDARD BEARER 



(By Associated Press) 
Sun Francisco, July 6. — James Middleton Cox, thrice 
governor of Ohio, was nominated for the presidency at 2: 43 
o'clock this morning by the Democratic National Convention 
in the breakup of the most prolonged deadlock«in the history 
of the national political parlies. Me was nominated on the 
44lh ballot, gaining the majority of the votes Palmer released 
on the 38th bdliot, thus holding the advantage thereafter over 
McAdoo. 

With the choice made, the convention adjourned to noon 
today to name a candidate for vice president. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, of New York, assistant secretary of the navy, 
seemed the favorite for the nomination on the opening ballot 
Friday. 

Cox, in third place, soon passed over Palmer, and on the 
12th ballot headed McAdoo. Then began a seesawing con- 
test between the Cox and McAdoo totals, which'at the end 
of the 39th roll call at midnight last night found the tv/o vir- 
tually ike same. On the 42nd ballot the accession of most of 
the Palmer strength to Cox put him ahead. On the 43rd bal- 
lot he got a ma jority for the first time of all the voles cast. 

On the 44th ballot he war. pluin'ing toward the required 
two-thirds, when Colorado changed hex vote to him and 
•made his nomination obvious. 

The nomination was made unanimous on motion of Sam 

B. Amidon, of Kansas, leader of the McAdoo forces. His tola!

James Middletcn Cox was three 
times governor of Ohio — an hon- 
or enjoyed by only one other Ohio 
Man. Rutherford B. flays. 

Born on a fam. educated in the 
public schools, a printer's devil, a 
» .school teacher, a newspaper re- 
porter, a private secretary to a 
congressman, owner, manager 
and proprietor of two newspapers 
and member of congress for three 
years and three times governor 
of his state is his record to date. 

Business success paralleled his 
political achievements and thru 
his own efforts Cox has amassed 
a fortune. Mr. Cox became the 
leader of the Democratic part}- in 
Ohio in 1912 when he was nomi- 
nated for governor. As one who 
had f brought radical changes .u 
the state constitution, he took, the 
field in its'hehalf. His first p?rni 
as governor was devoted chiefly 
to forwarding the enactment of 
la w s to put the new state coYisti- 
l utioii into-' affect. 

But Ohio evidently was not 
prepared to assimilate all the new 
laws, for Cox was defeated for r°- 
i lection. But his party renomir.at- 
cd in 1916 and he was re-eiect(*u 
for a third term in 1918. being the 
only Democrat to win in Ohio.

Geo. W. Tribble Has Not Missed

George W. Tribble proved to 
be the oldest superintendent pre- 
sent, as staed above, he having 
been identified with the Sunday 
Schools of county for 42 years, 
taking an active part. He is now 
superintendent of the Bend school 
and as such, delivered an eloquent 
address in behalf of the mem- 
bers and interest manifest by 
them. He stated that while his 
school was occupying an isolated 
position in the county and the 
members were not able to get 
about and see as much of the 
world as some of the others, he. 
complimented them, one and all, 
upon the interest they had taken 
and stated that his marked de- 
gee of interest was responsible 
for the success of the Sunday 
Schools today. He began at the 
beginning of the Sunday School 
42 years go and reviewed the 
work and progress through the 
years to the present day. 

There were addresses by others 
among whom were Miss Marie 
Dennis and W illie Richardson, 
classed as "juniors." who spoke 
interestinglv.
